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REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the very thorough consideration given the present 
application. 

Claims 8 ands 1 0 are now present in this application. Claim 8 is independent. 

By this Amendment, claims 1-7, 9 and 1 1 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, 
claim 8 is re-written to include the subject matter of claim 9, which is indicated to be allowable, 
and claim 10 is amended to depend from claim 8. No new matter is involved. 

Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfully requested. 



Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. £ 102 

Claims 1-3, 6 and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. .§ 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 5,731,785 to Lemelson et «L (Lemelson). This rejection is respectfully traversed as moot 
because claims 1-3, 6 and 7 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection of claims 1-3, 6 and 7 are 
respectfully requested. 



Re jections under 35 U.S.C. $103 

Claim 4 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lemelson in 
view of U.S. Patent Application Publication 2003/0003866 to Overy. This rejection is respectfully 
traversed as moot because claim 4 lias been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection of claim 4 are respectfully 
requested. 
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Claim 5 stands rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being unpatentable over Lemelson in 
. view of U.S. Patent 6,044,257 to Boling. This rejection is respectfully traversed as moot because 
claim 5 has been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal o f this rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims S and 11 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lemelson in view of U.S. Patent 5,446,445 to Bloomfleld. This rejection is respectfully 
traversed as moot with respect to claim 11, which has been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

Claim 8, as amended, includes the subject matter of claim 9, which is indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter. Accoraingly, claim 8 patentably defines over the applied art. 

Thus, the Office Action fails to make out a prima facie case of obviousness of the 
invention recited in claim 8, as amended. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 



Allowable Sybiect Matter 

The Examiner states that claims 9 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten in independent 

form. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the early indication of allowable subject matter in this 
application. As noted above, claim 8 has been amended to include the subject matter of claim 9, 
thereby making claim 8 allowable. Claim 10, which has been indicated as being allowable, has 
been amended to dqiend from claim 8.

Because the remaining reference cited by the Examiner has not been utilized to reject the 
claims, but has merely been cited to show the state of the art, no comment need be made with 
respect thereto.
